o Process of Exports 

1) The designations and quantities of material to be exported are 
decided upon by the Ministry of Foreign Trade, which passes on its 
instructions in this respect to Sxportlemn, and the latter have to 
do nothing but execute these instructions., However, no program 
showing details of materials and quantities to be exported over a 
certain period has ever been handed to Exportlemn by the Ministry, 

The export instructions are issued by the Ministry from day to day,, 
and it happened frequently that these instructions were cancelled 
later (sometimes only to be re-issued again a few days or even some 
hours afterwards) ? / 

From the above described procedure one derives the impression tha t 
it is the Ministry 8 s intention to maintain a mantle of secrecy about 
the details of the kinds and quantities of materials exported to the 
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various countries (or at least It seems that they want to limit 
knowledge about these details to a minimum of personnel of 
Exportlemn)*

2) The materials to be exported are supplied by the following two 
institutional 

a) IPEIL ■» a State institution. 

b) Sevromlemn - a Russo»Rumanlan company., 

The export instructions Issued by the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
to Rxportlemn are amt at the same time to one of the above two 
institutions or to both of them, as the case may be<> A re= 
presentation of Rxpertlsmn la always on the spot (with the suppliers 
at IPEIL and at Sevromlemn) and when the materials are shipped he 
signs an Invoice issued by the supplier and than dispatches it to® 
gather with the consignment note to Expostleon (transport fees are 
for the letters account) » 

3) Exportlemn then verifies the correctness, calculates the invoice in 
foreign currency, and afterwards does the calculation of re~ 
conversion into Rumanian leio These papers (the invoice and the 
document of reconversion) together with a letter of credit made out 
in foreign currency to the order of the Ministry for a sum equivalent 
to the countervalue of the materials exported, are then emit to the 
Rumanian State Bank, which, in turn keeps the letter of credit and 
the invoice, and credits the account of Exportlemn with the re^ 

sp active sum in Rumanian lei*

So To USSR i Goods destined for export to the USSR are shipped from the 
following places* 

1) Radauti, where they arrive by Rumanian railway and are transshipped 
at this place onto Russian trains* 

2) Galatia where the materials arrive fay Rumanian railway and are re- 
loaded on to Russian lighters which proceed to Reni, a Russian port 
on the Danube. 

bo To Other Countries i Goods destined for export to other countries are 
dispatched either from railway sidings near the IPEXL, or Sovromlem 
(as for example to Hungary , Csechoslevakia and Poland) or via Constanta 
where they leave In most cases by foreign ships. 

So Compensations 

a° Exports are not effected in return for "compensations' 1 in the juridical 
sense of the words In fact; however, every time some goods have been 
exported to a certain country other materials are imported from that 
country , as for instances 

1) Upon the completion of export to Argentina, cotton was received 
from there* 

2) After the exportation of goods to England*, textile machinery and 
electromotors were Imported from there and them were passed ea 
directly to the USSRo (It is in such cases only that the USSR 
egress to forego part of the timber or any other material due to 
hero) 

3) The following goods were received from the countries mentioned 
below* 

a) From Csechoalovakia - Textiles*, coal* (Rumanian coal la b eing 
exported to USSR*) 

b| From Poland - Coals 

©) Prom Hungary ~ Textiles, earthen war# sugars (Rumanian sugar 
being exported to the USSR°) 

6o Other Expert Institutions » Source has no knowledge whatever about these 
institutionso One of his friends*, working in one of the slaughter houses 
of Comcsr, told him that all the meat la actually shipped directly to 
Chins, without being transshipped Via the USSR,, 
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
